Hodies of severnl members of tha crew,
wha were returning from shore In n launch
when a sudden tidal wave threw the crulser
on the rocks and upset tho small hoat, wera
wanhed ashore early today. It Is belleved
20 ware drowned.

The Navy Department today, by wire-
less, ordered the hospital ship Solnce, at
the eastern end of the lsland of Halth to
Santo Domingo to take care of the injured
from the crulser Memphis.

The naval transport Dixle, en route from
Vern Crus to Key West, with Amerionn
Consul Rodgers and Mexlean Commiasioner
Cabrern on hoard, has been Intercepted
by radio and ordered to the scene to pick
up the uninjured craw,

The nature of the place upon which the
Memphis wan tossed by the terrific wave
precluded all hope that it would be poasible
to save the vessel, It struek upon jagged
rotks, which plerced the hull, the water
rushing through several holes into the en-
gine room and extinguishing the flres. The
water was quiet today and It is expected
thot a large part of the Memphis' aquipment
will be saved unless a sudden storm arlses
